•who nan the more pronounced Ideas of 
the Mormon church, will have the op- 
portunity to woo hi* new found love. 
Hattle's heart was broken because 


her husband played fast and loose with 
other squaws of the lodge, and because 
of this she took her own life. 
It Is a rare occurrence for an Indian 


to commit suicide. 
The death of the 


woman was reported to the police yes- 
terday morning and after an Inves- 
tigation by the officers It was found 
that she had taken a quantity of wild 
parsnip* the night before and this was 
the cause of her death. 
Hattle was happy until a few weeks 


ago .when the first papoose came and 
then her man took to caring for an- 
other squaw and made life miserable 
for Hattle.

The Chief of Police acted the big 


chief to the departed squaw and trtea 
to flx up the* domestic Infelicity and 
get things running smoothly In the 
family affaire, but as soon as her 
husband. John Jones, would get out 
of sight of the police station, he would 
hurry to the side of another comely 
squaw by the name of Hattle Moore, 
and then Hattle's troubles would be- 
gin all over again. 
On Thursday night Battle's 
rival 


called at the Jones' tepee and gave 
the former a severe beating. 
This 


was resented by Hattle. who Immedi- 
ately drew a knife and proceeded to 
cut up the Moore squaw, when the 
latter and a number of friends who 
were along fled. 
Hattle was arrested at the time .or 


the cutting, but us soon as the facts 
In the case were made known to the 
officers, she was released. 
The husband and his paramour were 


placed In Jail yesterday but an no 
evidence of crime has been found. It 
Is probabl they will not be prosecuted.

nia; 
that he alone Is responsible for 


any and all attempts at fraud In con- 
nection with said race; that he caused 
the contrivance In the form of brake* 
to be attached to the rollers on sta- 
tionary platforms used In connection 
with said roller race; that the said at- 
tachments and each of 
them were 


placed It and made a part of said sta 
tlonary roller without the consent or 
connivance of said Oakland Wheelmen 
or any of its members, or any other 
person whomsoever. 
That said fraud, in connection with 


said roller race, was made and .per- 
petrated by affiant as aforesaid for the 
sole purpose of making sure that the 
Oakland Wheelmen would win 
the 


event, so that a friend of affiant would 
win a bet on said race; that if said 
friend of affiant won said bet, affiant 
was to secure and be paid one-half of 
the winnings of said bet: that the rea- 
son aforesaid was the sole and only 
reason that affiant caused Bald attach- 
ment to be used in connection with 
said race.

HB state senate by a vote of ten to six knocked out 


the Fellow Servants bill by Indefinitely postponing 


It. It Is evident that the foes of this Just and necessary 
law were afraid to have the bill considered on its merits, 
for they would not permit a day to be assigned for Its 
discussion, but treated It as waste basket material—a 
measure which had received the Indorsement of the Dem- 
ocratic party in state convention assembled at Wlnnemue- 
ca last August. 


Like* all measures- of this description the bill was de- 


feated by Republican votes. It received but one from that 
party to six against It. But, we regret to say, four mem- 
bers ot. the party that had advocated it In Its platform 
stood with the Republicans In their fight against the bill. 


There is a possibility of this or a similar measure belne 


Introduced in the assembly before the close of the session, 
and while It may not succeed In overcoming the adverse 
majority in the senate, we trust that that body will accord 
to the Fellow Servants bill the American privilege of a 
fair hearing. That Is the least that any bill may expect. 
Those who voted for Its indefinite postponement have done 
themselves a greater injustice than they have done the 
bill. We hope that they will not persist.In their error. 


IN order to quell an uprising of the girls In a South Da- 


kota seminary, "who revolted at a meager bill of fare, the 
faculty were compelled to "bring the young women Into 
subjection by ordering the men waiters to kiss the rebels. 
We wonder of this was one of the "bread-and-cheese-and- 
klsses" bills of fare we hear so much of. 


THE JUDQ8HIP BILL 


I 


N opposing the passage of a measure authorizing the 


appointment of another Judge In this district, The 


Journal desires to be perfectly fair to the attorneys who 
are urging the appointment, to .the people who are oppos- 
ing It and to the litigants who are inconvenienced by the 
congestion which we are free to admit exists at present. 


The last grand Jury In its report called attention to the 


crowded condition of the calendar and suggested that some 
legislation be enacted which would relieve the burdens now 
imposed upon the Judge-of this district. From the inter- 
views published in these columns yesterday, however, it 
is apparent that the members of the Jury had no Intention 
of being construed as advocating the election of another 
Judge. 


The advocates of the measure seem to be confined to 


the members of the local bar, and their strongest argu- 
ment la that If the matter is not adjusted now it will oe 
impossible to secure relief for six years, for the reason, 
as they state, that under the constitution the salary of any 
officer cannot be reduced or Increased during his term of 
office. All this may be true, but by the same process of 
reasoning It follows that In the event of a material falling 
off in the work of the courts there can be no reduction in 
the expenses for a corresponding period. 


There seems to be a general consensus df opinion that 


the present congestion is due. not so much to the Increase 
of cases In our own district, but to the transfer of caws 
from other districts. Some means should be found to pre- 
vent this. There Is no good reason why the Judge of this 
district shoulci be called upon to settle questions* arising 
outside his Jurisdiction to the detriment of others perhaps 
just as urgent within his own district. 


The contention Is also made that in proportion to the 


tax roll, Churchill will pay more than Us proportion of the 
salary for a new Judge. Unfortunately, however, the amount 
of litigation, civil or criminal. Is not necessarily In pro- 
portion to the assessment valuation of property In a dis- 
trict. Churchill Is a growing county and within the next 
six years will probably be one of the richest counties in 
the state. 
Under the proposed apportionment It would 


pay about one-fifth of the salary of a new Judge. No mat- 
ter how great a proportion of the court business came 
from that county—and It might be as much as one-half— 
within the next six years. Churchill would still pay but 
one-fifth of the expense, and thua Washoe county would 
be called upon to pay four-fifths of the expenses with, per- 
haps, but one-half the business. 


There Is every reason to believe that there will be a 


material falling off In the number of cases In the future. 
AH pointed out by the members of the grand Jury, two- 
thirds of this class of cases which have come before the 
court were the direct outcome of the reconstruction and 
canal work In the section to the east of Washoe county 
proper. It Is these cases which consumes the time of the 
court and with their removal will come a return to normal 
conditions. 


We have been Informed that every leading member of 


the bar In this county has declined In advance to accept 
the position of Judge In the event the bill passes. If this 
i* the case what show does Waahoe county have for secur- 
ing a competent Judge for the salary. According to this, 
the appointment will, of necsslty, go to someone whose 
practice Is so limited both at present and In future pros- 
pects that none but a mediocre man at best would accept 
the position. A pretty condition of affairs, truly. 
, • 


It sums up to this, the taxpayers are opposed to any In- 


crease In the number of Judges and the opinion Is gen- 
eral that there is not at present or In future a need so 
Breat as to make it necessary to Increase the expenses 
of the county to the extent contemplated by the advocates 
of the measure.
